COMMITTEE WAS AT FAULT 


Erred In Permitting Certain Interests 


t» Direct Its Course, but Even at 
That, He Declares, There Was Suf- 


ficient Evidence 'to Invalidate Elec- 
tion of Illinois Senator—Evidence of 
Value Wag Declined 


Washington, Feb. 4—Senator Root's 


speech on the Lorlmer case drew a 
great; gallery to the senate for the 
first time this winter. The senatorial 
galleries as well as those given over to 
.the .public were filled. Qreot Inter- 
est .had been 'aroused in what Root 
would say and the viewpoint he would 
take. 
Many persons who came to 


hear him speak did not know whether 
he would be "for" or. "against" Lori- 
mer. 


Others who had knowledge of the 


senator's views went so far as to pre- 
dict'that hlg.argument would deter- 
mine' the final attitude o{ the senate 
in* declaring .'Lojrfmarlii election invalid 
or allow him. to.-retaln his: seat. 
It 


was known that Root had been urged 
by the president to, read the testimony 
in the case and make ^ speech In the 
senate analyzing,it. 
It was known 


that.,Hoot naci rgluc.tantJjr agreed to 
do this.

Many of th,esenators who are yet 


uncertain how they wi)J vote were anx- 
ious to have Senator Root's legal re- 
view of the whole case. It Is com- 
monly said {hat Lprin)er'B fate, hinges 
largely.on 'he effect produced on the 
senate by Root's address. 


The speaker lost little time In indi- 


cating the concluslott he had reached, 
which was entirely antagonistic to Lor- 
lmer. He took the position that the 
investigation committee had been at 
fault in permitting either the attorney 
for Lorlmer or the attorney for the 
Chicago Tribune to direct Its course 
in the matter of connecting Lorimer 
With the cprrraptlon of members of the 
Illinois lagisQature, but agreed that 
even in. the face of its failure In this 
reepect the committee had obtained 
sufficient evidence effectually to taint 
and Invalidate the election. 


Not only did the senator differ aa to 


the conclusions, but as to the methods 
of the senate committee. He did not 
believe, that that organization had 
properly interpreted the scope of its 
Instructions, but felt that It had gone 
tpo.rar in interpreting the charges as 
a. private complaint by the Chicago 
Tribune. 
The committee should, he 


thought, have borne In mind that the 
reputation, the honor, the purity and 
the authority of the senate were in- 
volved. 


"When," he asked earnestly, "did 


we, entrust the guardianship of our 
honor and Integrity to any newspaper 
or any man ? It was the duty of the 
committee to investigate whether cor- 
rijpt methods and practices had been 
resorted to as directed by the senate 
onCi not to decide whether The Tribune 
had established a case." 


He pointed out that a committee was 


Instructed by the senate to ascertain, 
in' .the election of Lorlmer, whether 
there were used "corrupt methods or 
practices," and that the committee 
tiad1 reported to the senate that such 
corrupt methods were not used to the 
extent of Invalidating Lorimer's elec- 
tion', in their judgment. "A fair in- 
ference from this finding," said Root, 
"•Is'that the committee was of the 6p£i- 
iou that jsuch practices were used. 
This Inference is supported by an ex- 
amination of the testimony." 


Senator Root said he had disagreed 


with the committee on Its conclusions 
with great reluctance and regretted 
that, if his views became the sense of 
the senate, it would effect the Inter- 
ests and bring injury to Lorimer and 
disgrace to a great state and the coun- 
try as < well. 


Senator.Rootsaid,that having adopt- 


ed the view It did, the Investigating 
comm|t,j,ee fell naturally into the error 
ogdecllnlng testimony that might have 
been of value in establishing bribery. 
He said there was already In the evi- 
dence substantial ground of the fact 
t|at bribery existed and it was the 
duty of'the committee to have done 
what the senate directed It to do and 
run this oliew to.the ground.
